tv of honorary pall-bearers. 

The President’s grandchildren were given 
their breakfast afterthe other members of 
the family andin the charge of their nurses 
one were taken out for theirusual morning 
walk. 

All the members of the immediate family of 
the President are here except the President’s 
brother, John Scott Harrison of Kansas City, 
who is now on his way, Carter Harrison of Ten- 
nessee and Mrs. Harrison’s only brother, John 
Scott of Portland, Ore. who left there 
yesterday. He will probably not come 
to Washington, but will go directly to In- 
dianapolls, which city there ts only a bare 
possibility of his reaching in time for the in- 
terment. Soon after 9 o’clock this morning 
Mrs. Harrison’s remains were embalmed. 
They will probably ie inthe room in which 
she died until the private services are held 
Thursday. 

THE WHITE HOUSE FLAG. 

The flagstaff on the building was bare this 
morning. The familiar stars and stripes 
which waved over the President’s house yes- 
terday had been lowered at sunset, furled 
and placed aside.

THE SICKNESS WHICH CARRIED HER OFF WAS 
HER FIRST SERIOUS ILLNESS. 


Mrs. Harrison’s ilness began with a se- 
vere atiackof the grip, which she had some 
two yearsago.

’ HER PAST LIFE... 

Mrs. Harrison’s father, John W. Scott, was 
many years agoa teacher in Miami Univer- 
sity, at Oxford, O., and it was that th 
wife of the President was born. e 
was named Caroline—Carrie for short— 
and when she grew up was _ sent 
to school in the girls’ college of the town. 
Those who knew her tn her girlhood describe 
her as quiet and demure, witha petite form 
and a face ideally beautiful. In those days 
her hair was black and her complexion dark. 
As mistress of the White House she has been 
known as a beautiful woman. 

It was’whbile at school at Oxford that Caro- 
line Scott met Benjamin Harrison. She fell 
in love with the quiet, modest, studions 

outh, and her love was fully reciprocated. 

efore either was 21 they bad married, set- 
tled in life and their first baby was born. In 
the early days of Gen, Harrison’ scareer at the 
bar his wife was of.tiie greatest heip to him, 
and he has often sili that she was ‘*‘half his 
capital.’’ She did herewn cooking and house- 
work and aided her husband in many ways. 
After eight years of happy married life Fort 
Sumpter was fired on, and then life for the 
young couple began ip dreadfulearnest. The 
husband wentto the front as colonel of an 
Indiana regiment, while the wife remained 
behind, keeping house alone with her two 
children. Only once did the husband return 
home, on a 0obrief leave of absence. 
On this occasion he found his son 
very ili with typhoid fever, but the 
crisis of the disease had not been reached 
when his furlough expired and he was forced 
to leave his wife alone to watch the outcome 
of the battle between life and death. ‘Twice 
she went with her chiidren to the front to see 
their fattrer. When Sherman’s army left 
Nashville and started for Atlanta Gen. Har- 
rison marched at the head of his brigade, 
while the wife and children returned to the 
lonely home in Indianapolis. 

HOME LIFE OF THE HARRISONS. 

The war over, and with. Gen. Harrison’s 
rise in* the political world and increasing 
prosperiry in‘his profession, the home life of 
the Harrisons became morea pretentious, 
but none the lessa happy one. They had at 
different times several homesin Indianapo- 
lis. The one which they iteft when they re- 
moved to Washington three years ago,stands 
on Delaware street, in one of the prettiest 
partsof the city. Those who had the good 
fortune to visit it say that in 
best sense of the word it 
a home from cellar to attic, all the rooms 
permeated with the Hfe of a home-loving 
family. The furniture with which it was far- 
nished was rich, but not gaudy or formal. 
The Harrison home was longone of the cen- 
ters of the social world of Indianapolis. The 
son and daughter, before they married, 
often entertained their friends, and many 
receptions were given there. 
After the children married and left home, 
the hospitality of the household was fre 
quently exhibited in little dinner parties, 
among the guests being, as a rale, the law 
partners of the General. The dinner was 
usually an unpretentious affair without 
wine, and the evening was passe@ in con- 
versation, When the General afd his wife 
were alone they generaliy devoted the even- 
ing to reading In the library. Mrs. Harrison 
was always an early riser, and managed the 
affairs of her household very carefully, leav- 
ing little to her servants. Three times a week 
she made an early morning visit to market. 
When Russell Harrison and Mrs. McKee vis- 
ited home their children claimed much of the 
grandmother’s attention. She bathed them 
each morning, and played WHR them all 
threugh the day.when there was not some- 
thing else to imperatively claim her atten- 
tion. 

Mrs. Harrison has been known all her 
life as an accomplished woman in 
more ways than one, and ever since her 
girihood nas taken a warm interest in art. 
she essayed oll painting for a tiie, often 
with considerable success; and later she 
tried water colors, and many of the paint- 
ings which decorated the Indianapolis home 
reflect great credit upon her. she always 
made it a practice to see each visitor who 
called upon her, and was never known to 
show irritation or annoyance. She was 
aiways a fashionable dresser, but never 
adopted the extremes in anything. 

PAILY DUTIES AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

Until the lilness of Mrs. Harrison, Mfe at 
the White House followed a carefully pre- 
scribed routine. Breakfast was served ats 
o'clock, and luncheon ati:30p.m. At the 
latter mealthere were usually some guests 
present in awholly informal manner. In 
the afternoon for an hour or two Mrs. 
Harrison received in the Red Room the friends 
who came by appointment,and who generally 
had some friend or relative to present to 
her. Laterin the afternoon she wentfora 
drive, sometimes with. the President andat 
others with her daughter, Mrs. McKee, 
and the latter’s children. Occasionally, 
the afternoon, she gave an hour or two to 
china painting. Dinner wasserved at 6:30, 
and it was seldom that the family dined 
atone, oneor two friends being nearly al- 
ways present... Evenings out of ‘‘the ’sea- 
son’’ at the White House were usually de- 
voted to her husband and grandchildren, 
and an occasional visit to tife theater, of 
which she was very fond. When Mrs. Harri- 
son received callers in the evening the 
President often came from his room and 
helped her to entertain them ina delight- 
fully informal way. 

It was a gracious and refining influence 
which Mrs. Harrison brought to the White 
House. There have been former mistresses 
whose regime has been more brilllantiy suc- 
cessfulfn asocial way; but few have sur- 
passed herin thetask of making it a ple@as- 
ant and happy home. She has been a 
thoroughiy domestic woman, with ali that 
home means very dear to her heart, and her 
sweetness and gentleness have all along sof- 
tenedthe lot of her husband and her chil- 
dren. Above all else she has been at all 
times the wife and the mother. 

Mrs. Harrison united with the church when 
She was 14 years of age, and has been ever 
since a consistent churchwoman, While in 
Indianapolis she took an efficient part in 
orphan asylum work and other charitable 
undertakings, andin Washington her chari- 
ties, though unobtrusive, have been constant 
and judicious. It should be added that she 
came naturally by her 
and charitable impulses. 
father and grandfather were Presbyterian 
ministers. The latter, the Rev. George Scott, 
Ifved for many years in Northampton OCoun- 
ty, Pa., wherefor services to the Colonial 
Goverament he was granted alarge tract of 
land. Herfather was in his early days a 
tutor at Princeton, and a man of high integ- 
rity and unswerving independence of char- 
acter; his life has been a constant example of 
devotion to duty. The loving and tender 
care he has received from his daughter in his 
later years has increased in no small meas- 
ure the respectin which Mrs. Harrison has 
been held, 

DEATHS IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The dedth in the White House of Mrs. Har- 
rison makes the second case in the history of 
the Executive Mansion in which the wife of a 
President died there. A little more than a 
half century ago, on Sept. 10, 1842, Letitia 
Christian Tyler, first wife of President John 
Tyler, died in the White House, She had 
entered it in delicate health, unable to per- 
form the social duties of the place, but her 
death nevertheless *came as a sur anda 
shock to the country, The t 
church bells the following Corpenes nced her 
death.

In a letter printed in the SUNDAY PosT- 
DIsPpATCH ex-Congressman Niedringhaus 
put forth some very awkward and two- 
edged! arguments in favor of tarifi taxation 
asa boonor benefit to American labor. 
Speaking of kis granite ironware, he said: 

The duty on enameled ‘ware Is only 45 per 
cent ad valorem. 

The wages paid here are from two to 
three times those paid by our foreign com- 
petitors. * 

The American manufacturer could afford 
to make his goods in Europe—in Germany for 
instance—pay the American duty imposed 
and make more money for the time being 
than by manufacturing in the United 
States.

Y. Tribune, Whitelaw Reid’s 
paper, recently said: ‘‘It is acknowledged 
by, foreign manufacturers and railroad 
men who have visited this country and 
examined affairs here that 

efficiency of labor se- 
higher wages here to 
a great extent counterbalances’ the 
difference in wages paid.’? And 
from a close study of consular reports on 
the subject, Secretary Blaine, in 1891, de- 
clared that ‘‘undoubtedly the inequalities 
in the wages of English and American 
operatives are more than equalized by the 
greater efficiency of the latter and their 
longer hours of labor.’’ 

This simply means that for the higher 
wages Mr. Niedringhaus pays here he gets 
a correspondingly larger output from 
each hand, and that therefore the labor 
cost of his product is about the same as it 
would be in England. 

But suppose that Mr. Niedringhaus is 
right in holding that under Germany’s 
high protective tariff he could get three 
times as much work done for his money ag 
he gets here—suppose that he could make 
his granite ironware in Germany, pay our 
45 per cent tariff on it himself, and make 
more money by manufacturing it in Ger- 
many and selling it here than he now does 
—what follows? 

It follows that in making granite iron- 
ware here under a protectiye duty of 45 
per cent Mr. Niedringhaus is making 
many thousand consumers pay 45 per 
cent too much for his ware and still 
making a smaller profit on 
than he would realize if 
made the ware in Germany and 
paid the 45 per cent tax on it himself. It 
follows that if the tax were removed Mr. 
Niedringhaus could manufacture his ware 
in Germany, employ three timés as much 
labor as he now does, make three 
times as much ware, sell it 45 
per cent cheaper to us, and still 
have a larger income than now. It 
follows that this 45 per cent tax benefits 
nobody, isa burden upon the consumers

tected but poorly paid labor of Germany 
to emigrate to our land, whete free trade

protected ones, are the highest in the 
world. 

But we have no reason to believe: the 
abolition of the tax would drive Mr. 
Niedringhaus’ establishment to Germany. 
American granite ironware now competes 
with foreign enameled ware in Canuda and 


Mexico without the aid of that tax, and we" 


believe it could do so even more profitably 
at home. We believe that, regardless of 
the nominal rate of wages, the labor cost 
of American products differs but little from 
the labor cost of German products.

MRS. HARRISON'S DEATH. 


The death of Mrs. Harrison is doubly 
unfortunate. It is unfortunate in the 
universal and profound sense inseparably 
connected with death and particularly 
when its cruel hand is laid upon a devoted 
wife and mother, a lovely woman who has 
well performed her part in all the relations 
of life. It isespecially unfortunate at this 
time,in that it touches the heart of the na- 
tion when its mind should be free from all 
emotional bias in the determination of the 
practical questions of government. It in- 
jects an element of poignant personal grief 
into the crisis of a political campaign. 

Thousands of deaths as sad as that of 
Mrs. Harrison occur every day; thousands 
of husbands are deprived of loving wives, 
thousands of families weep for lifeless 
mothers, and thousands of circles mourn 
departed friends; ‘but these are individ- 
ual losses and grief whieh pass 
unnoticed by the great world. When 
Death struck the wife of the President it 
struck a shining mark seen of all, and his 
grim figure thrown athwart the focus of 
the public eye cast a shadow over the na- 
tion. The pang of inconsolable grief 
which entered the home circle 
of the White House touched a responsive 
chordin every home circle of the land. 
A wave of tender sympathy sweeps from 
the hearts of the American people to the 
stricken home of their chief. Mrs. Harri- 
son’srank was no greater than that of 
the humblest woman in the country 
and her exalted position merely served to 
emphasize her right to the only title to no- 
bility which an American woman can hold, 
and the highest tribute which any woman 
can gain—the diadem which belongs to 
faithful wifehood, faithful motherhood 
and true womanhood. This free tribute 
from a free people is laid with tears on her 
bier. 

There is compensation in all things and 
good may come of this sorrowful event. 
The blow which has fallen upon the Presi- 
dent falls also upon the chief of 
a political party in the heat of a 
great conflict. Its chastening effect may 
check unseemly wrangling, soften parti- 
san asperities and thus by removing per- 
sonal and party acrimonies enable the peo- 
ple to view and determine political issues 
in the clearer light of calm and dispassion- 
ate deliberation.

WEATHER RECORDS DISPROVE PART ee 
HIS CAREFUL 8TORY. 


There Was No Snow on the Ground When 
He Says He Trailed His Employer’s 
Wagon By Its Tracks—OChief Harrigan 

. Believes the Mineral Point Farmer In- 
nocent—The Accuser Discovered to Be 
a Trancos Subject Developed by Mrs. 
Woodworth. 


Louls New, the young workman of: the 
Niedringhaus company who charges Michael 
Pattaschink of Mineral Point with killing a 
man in a Clinton|street junk shop last winter, 
this morning made an affidavit to the truth of 
the accusation with the purpose of 
securing the indictment of Pattaschink, Sev- 
eral of the detective force were busy nearly 
all night on the case, and Secretary William 
Williams of Chief Desmond’s office and Po- 
lice officer Joseph Gocking, who first 
brought the youth’s story to 
the notice of the police department, 
sattill late this morning, beginning their 
work at midnight, reducing the boy’s ex- 
tremely circumstantial statement to writing. 


Last night Officer Gocking returned from) 


Mineral Point. bringingPattaschink with him. 
The accused man, who has been cultivating 
a small farm in Washington County, since he 
gave up his junk shop businegs in St. Louls, 
isa young man, not 20, with an intelligent, 
plump face, thick lips and a small. mus- 
tache. He was dressed coarsely, with 
heavy shoes, cheap trousers, a flannel 
shirt, anda jersey coat over that. As soon 
as he got here he was taken into Chief Harri- 
gan’s office,where Chief Desmond confronted 
him with New. 
ACCUSER AND ACCUSED MEBT, 

Pattaschink knew the charge on which he 
had been arrested and knew, too, who 
was his accuser, but as soon ashe saw New, 
he greeted him pleasantly by his nickname. 

‘*Hello, Cabbage!’’ 

**Hello!’’ said New, without cordaitality. 

Chiefof Detectives Desmond plunged at 
once into the examination of New, watching 
Pattaschink keenly while the boy went over 
his story again. The young Jew wrung his 
hands while New talked, and one emotion 
after another chased each other over his 
face. New repeated the story ofthe murder 
exactly as he had told it to Chief Harrigan, 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep and 
the Post-DisPATCH. He told again how on 
that morning, a few days before Christmas 
of last year, he saw the 
strange man come into the 
shop of Pattaschink and show gold pleces; 
how the man wentafter beer and came back; 
how wWattaschink drank and stabbed the 
strangerashe was in his turn lifting the 
bucket to his lips; how  Patta- 
schink put the body in A wagon 
and. dumpéd”* ‘tt “In the ~- Ytvér" the 
next day, trailed by the tracks through the 
snow by New;and how the boy afterwards 
watched his employer counting the gold on 
the tailboard ofthe wagon. When New fin- 
ished, Pattaschink sat In his chair silent. 

‘‘Whatcan you say to this?’’ asked Chief 
Desmond, 

‘*My God!’’ exclaimed Pattaschink miser- 
abiy. ‘‘I can say nothing. I have killed 
nobody. Idon’t Know what to say.’’ 

Chief Desmond sent him down tothe cala- 
boose, and Secretary Williams, Assistant 
Chief Reedy and Officer Golding took himin 
charge. They put him through a severer 
cross-examination than he had yet suffered, 
but they couldn’t shake him. 

ANOTHER WITNESS INTRODUCED. 

Secretary Williams then prepared the afi - 
Gavit to go before the Grand-jury. In 
making it, New adhered closely to the 
story he has told all the time 
until he got near the close. The 
night had then passed into morning, and 

was. becoming tired and sleepy. When he 
reached the point inthe story where he had 
said before that he saw Pattaschink counting 
out the gold, he introduced for 
the first time corroborative evidence 
oftnetruth ofthe story. He said that John 
Gross, a companion of his, who lives on 
Tenth street, near North Market, was with 
him and he saw Pattischink fingering 
the gold pieces, Hitherto, in his de- 
scription of that episode, he has 
not mentioned another witness. Secretary 
Williams put the statement aside, when it 
was finished, and questioned New ahout his 
life and habits, The youth said. that 
he used to  atténd the _—i religious 
meetings of Mrs. Maria Woodworth, 
when she had her tent in 
North 8t. Louls and he had gone into trances 
there like many other people. 

**Did you and your friends tell stories about 
murder to each other when you stood around 
the junk-shop?’’ asked Secretary Williams. 

New sald they did. They had talked about 
all the murders that had taken place in St, 
Louis, and some of the boys used to make ap 
tales of blood to teil to their companions. 
He never had. Thistale about Pattaschink 
was the only one he had ever told, and 
that was true, every word of it. Secretary 
Wiltlams made a mental note of these new 
points, sent New home and went to bed him- 
self. This morning when he came to his 
office at the Four Courts Chief Harrigan sent 
for him. 

‘*Well, what doyou think of this business?’’ 
asked the Chief, 

‘lhe boy is lying,and belleves his own lie,’’ 
sald Secretary Williams. ‘*The whole 
thing is an hallucination of a disor- 
dered imagination, The story doesn’t hang 
together. The boy says that he saw into 
that room when it was dark in there at that 
hour in the morning. He can’t explain why 
the impulse seized him to look through the 
crack when he did. I think that the boy 
told this story to his companions till he got 
to believe it himself, and kept telling it tili 
some one heard {t who believed it and sent 
word to Officer Gocking.’’ 

PATTASCITIINK BEFORE THE CHIEF. 

After their talk Chief Harrigan sent for Pat- 
taschink. The yuung farmer’s father, Louis 
Pattaschink, who keeps a jank «shop at 2102 
Carr street, and his sister-in-law, Miss Sara 
Beidick, a pretty little dark-eyed woman of 
20, were out In the corridor, and they 
looked at each other tearfully, all 
three very much frightened, as he 

ssed along, escorted by Chief Desmond. 

Bhie ¢ Harrigan asked the newspaper men 

into his office and then questioned Patta- 

schink closely. The farmer made a clean 

breast of his misdeeds. He acknowledzea 

that hs had once been arrested for 

stolen property, and had served 

hs in the Work-house for it, but he 

said there wasa great difference between that 
and killing a man. 

**What have you got to say about this boy’s 
story that you Killed a man and took his 
money?’’ the Chiefasked, alter Pattasehink 
had told about bis life.

LABOR NEWS. 


Threatened Tie-Up of Every Industry in 
New Orleans. 


New ORLEANS, La., Oct. 25.—A general 
strike of warehousemen, packers and drivers 
was inau vurated yesterday and all the whole- 
sale houses, railroads and warehouSes are 
affected. The strike is-due to the refusal of 
the merchants to sign the tariff presented by 
the unions acting under the auspices of the 
American Federation of Labor. The chief 
difference is the contention on the part of 
the unions that only union ‘members shall be 


employed. The merchants hold that they 
have a right toempioy whomsoever they 
please and want competent and reliabie 
men, irrespective of their membership in the 
union. The merchants have issuedan in- 
vitation to the strikers as individuals to ap- 
pear at @ meeting to-day to state their 
grievances. The roustabouts, the freignt 
handlers and other sections of the labor d- 
eration are expected to join the strike, and 
the result may be a prolonged tie-up of all 
the Dusiness of fhe city. 


FRENCH MINERS’ STRIKE. 

PARIS, Oct. 25,—Another conference Is pro- 
ceeding to-day between M. Loubet, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies and one 
of tite arbitrators appointed by that bady to 
settle the Carmaux troubles and the repre- 
sentatives ofthe striking miners. it is ex- 
pected that a decision will be reached 

this afternoon. The greatest dificuity 
thus far experienceu is on the 
question of the reinstatement of the 
men who went on strike. rhe  con- 
viction grows that the threats of violence 
made against the manayer of the mine bave 
caused public opinion to veer to the support 
of the mining company. The Radicals have 
lost all interest in the affair since they failed 
in their attempt to use it as a means to over- 
throw the ministry. Everybody is therefore 
convinced that M. Loubet’s decision, what- 
ever it may be, will end the strike. 

Strikers have been parading the streets of 
Carmaux to-day singing the “*‘Carmagnole’’ 
and other songs. Anarchists are fomenting 
disorder and seeking to induce the strikers 
to reject Premier Louvet’s decision uniess he 
grants ali their demands. 


PREPARING FOR '93,

strike next May, expecting to cripple the 
World’s Fair business of the railroads and 
force them to concede tothe demands of the

IT UPHOLDS THE VERDICT OF THE LOW- 
ER COURT. 


The Opinion Holds That the Scheme Is 
Illegal and Sustains the Fine of $1,000 
Imposed on President Townsend—All 
the Judges Concurred—Other Cases in 
the Civil Courts. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
fine of $1,000 imposed by the Court of Criminal 
Correction on J. H. Townsend, Manager of 
the Mercantile Telegraph Co. at 212 North 
Kighth street, who was convicted of pool 
selling. Townsend’s place was near Fur- 
ber’s saloon. It was termed the Mer- 
cantile Tele@graph Co. and was conducted 
under the guise of a telegraph office, 
the better Gepositing his money with the 
‘‘telegraph company,’’ which was supposed 
to send a message to Sst. Paul, 
Minn., to have the money placed 
there on some designated horse, 
It was contenaed by Townsend’s attorneys 
that they were conducting a legitemate tele- 
‘graph business, and were guilty of no viola- 
tion of the anti-poollaw. When Townsend’s 


lace was raided, an injunction was applied. 

orin the Circuit Court to restrain Chief 
of Police Harrigan from interfering with the 
business. Theinjunction was denied, how- 
ever, by Judge Klein, before whom it was 
presented. 

The specific charge upon which Townsend 
was convicted was as tollows: 

ThatJ H. Townsend, in the city of St. Louis, on 
March 16, 1892, did unlawfully become the cus- 
todian and depository for hire of $5 in lawful money 
ofthe United States, which mouey was then and 
there staked, wagered and 6" hag by one C. C. 
Jones upon the result © & contest oft 
speed and endurance ofa horse named Matagorda, 
which contest was made and ae pore on said day, 
beyond the limits ofthe State of Missouri, to-wit: in 
the the State of New dersey, contrary to the statucin 
such case made and provided, and against the peace 
ana dignity of the State. 

Townsend’s attorneys appealed the case to 
the Court of Appeals on technical grounds, 
assigning that the information was defective, 
and that the evidence was insufficient to 
warrant his conviction. The Court of Ap- 
peals holds that the evidence was suffictent 
and overrules the technical objections 
to the information and affirms the 
action of the lower court. 

In disposing of the case the Court says: ‘‘It 
is important in tthe administration of 
justice to guard on the one 
Hand against the result of convicting 
persons upon bare suspicion, under the 
pressure of popuiar clamor, and on the 
other hand, against the result of permitting 
them to escape punishment by resorting to’ 
ingenous devices in defeating saiutary 
statutory provisions, With the concurrence

WILL MEET HERE NEXT YEAR. 


The Scottish Rite Mascns’ Supreme Coun: 
cil Advances Its Time One Year. 

Mr. Martin Collins, representative for Mis- 
souri to the Supreme Council of Scottish Rite 
Masonry for the Southern Jurisdiction of 
America, held at’ Washington, D.C., last 
week, received a telegram this morning, 
stating that the next meeting of the council 


would be held in St. Louis in Octo- 
ber, 1893, instead of October, 1894, as 
was the original intention.

Big preparations will be made for the 'coun- 
cil’s meeting here, Gen. Batchelder; Sur- 
geon-General brown of the navy, Judge Long 
of West Virginia, Col. Caswell of California, 
Col. Fellows of Louisiana and other promi- 
nent men are members of the council, Judge 
Josiah H. Drummond of Maine and -D¥. Nash 
of Massachusetts will diso be in atténdance 
as the representatives of the northern juris- 
diction of America. 

At the meeting at Washington last week 
several St. Louisians received Masonic 
honors. Capt. Isaac M. Mason, and Messrs, 
A. C, Stewart, dames F. Ewing, Gus W. Nie- 
man. Benj. J. Strauss and W.H, Mayo re- 
ceived the Emeritus degree, Court of Honor, 
and Mr. Benj. Altheimer the Thirty-third, 
the highest Masonic degree. 

There were representatives at the meeting 
not only frem this couatry, but from France, 
Honolulu, Mexico and various other foreign 
lands.

The schooners carried 273 boats and 
250 hunting canoes, and the iesults of their 
season’s Operations are set forth in the 
appended statement of the totalcatch: Lower 
coast, 4,579; upper coast, 24,528; Asiatic, 
14,805; casual, 1,500; total, 45,412.

The Gifted English Woman on the Way 
‘ to the Denver Convention. — 

New York, Oct. 2%.—Probably the one who 
will be observed most closely ofall the gifted 
women who are to take part in the coming 
National Convention ofthe Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union at Denver, Colo., is 
Lady Henry Somerset, A week ago she landed 
in New York onthe Etruria, and is now on 
her way to Denver. She is strongly popular 
among the women of America whose mission 
is to do good to the world. 

When she comes to these shores the W. C. 
T. U. escorts her from tke steamer, the 
Woman’s Suffrage Association meets’ her 
with openarms and Sorosis invites her to 
dinner. Working girls’ clubs contend for the 
honor of her entertainment, and even the 
women who are not connected with any phil- 
anthropic work‘ go to see What an earl’s 
daughter looks like, forget all about her title 
three minutes after she begins to speak, and 
come home resolved to start the text day at 
making the world better.

DENIED BY JUDGE THAYER. 


He Refuses to Consider a Petition in a 
Garbage Case. 

The case of Victor Keim, charged with vio- 
lating ordinance 16,863, known as the garbage 
law, went from the Second District Police 
Court, Broadway and Biddle street, to the 
United States District Court in the Federal 
Bullding, at one leap yesterday. Keim, 
who its a driver for Jos. P. Funk, who 
conducts a rendering establishment in 
the Lowell district, was fined $50 by 


Judge Paxson this morning for a violation of 
the already mentioned garbage ordinance. It 
was the fifth timethat Keim was arrested and 
fined and his attorney, Louis Steber, carried 
outhis expressed intention to apply fora 
writ of habeas corpus to the Federal Court 
under the first section of the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, Mr. Steber went be- 
fore Judge Thayer and recited the 
circumstances of the case. He based his 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus upon 
sec. 5 of the garbage law,in which is laid 
down the requirements for the granting of a 
license to haul garbage. The section pro- 
vides that the Oity Collector stall issue no 
licenses for the removal of garbage or offal 
unless the applicant file *a  certifi- 
cate from the Board of Health, 
or Chief Sanitary Officer, affirming 
that the applicant has fileda statement of 
the place where the garbage is located, to 
what points he proposes to remove it,number 
of carts or wagons to be used, andthe loca- 
tion of the carts and wagons when not in use. 
The section also provides that no license 
shali be issued to any one intending to haul 
garbage to a ccnverting establishment which 
shall be under condemnation as.a 
nuisance by the Board of Health. 
Mr. Steber stated that the City Collector 
would issue licenses only to those who in- 
tended to bau! garbage to the establishments 
of Louls Hoiste and the St. Louis Sanitary 
}Co. He maintained that the law left too 
much discretion in the hands of the Board of 
Health and was contrary to the equal rights 
and privileges guaranteed in the fourteenth 
amendment. He cited the f 
Juong Woo, a an Francisco 
laundryman, who was fined for an infraction 
ofacity ordinance, obligating laundries to 
obtain the consent of twelve property own- 
ers in the Diock. Juong Woo sought redress 
in the Federal courts, and was relieved by a 
writ of habeas corpus, Judge Thayer ad 
Mr, Steber tocarry the case through all 
State courts, and if then he failed to get sat- 
isfaction for his client, to ap for ald to 
the Federal courts. Mr. Steber pleaded the 
law’s delay’’ inthe Court of Appeals, which 
he said was two years behind its docket. 
Judge Thayer replied that for him to take 
would bean ‘unwen iatestoranoe, 
w bean unwarranted int nce, 
he therefore denied the petition.
